ENLISTS TEACHERS 


IN SEED CAMPAIGN 


Supt. Gary Will Call on Rural Teach- 


ers to Aid in Securing 


Better Seed. 


[SPECIAL IO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Oct. 17.—Mindful of 


the unusual scarcity of seed corn in 
this, country this year, State Superin- 
tendent, of Schools C. P. Gary is en- 
listing the teachers 
ot the rural 


schools in a campaign for better seed 
and added yields. In a circular let- 
ter to 
county superintendents, he 


asks them to call the teachers' atten- 
tion to .the opportunity at hand and 
to direct them immediately to form 
special classes for the study of corn. 
From present indications,, 
he says, 


good, seed corn will be scarce next 
spring unless more attention is -paid 
by farmers in selecting, drying and 
storing seed corn. 


"The rural schools," says the state 


superintendent, "have been criticised 
for not being of real service to rural 
communities. Teachers have a golden 
opportunity this fall to refute this 
criticism. I believe the rural schools 
could now render the people of the 
community and the state at large val- 
uable 
service 
it' special 
attention 


should be given to the study of corn." 


It is proposed that the class study 


the corn in the fields, after first se- 
curing permission o£ the owner, and 
at the proper time next spring the 
teachers in every country school in 
the state are advised 
by. the-state 


school superintendent 
to test seed 


corn on the farms in their community, 
following the outline and directions in 
the common school manual. The re- 
sult, he predicts, will be "fewer dol- 
lars' paid next spring for seed corn 
and better filled corn cribs next fall." 


A bulletin addressed to principals 


oE state graded schools has been is- 
sued by Supt.' Gary in which sugges- 
tions are made for taking more ad- 
vanced ground in the teaching of agri- 
culture in- these,.schools. 
The state 


graded school inspectors will so or- 
ganize .their work tHis year that they 
can give special attention to this sub- 
ject. . The following -topics will be 
emphasized: Corn, the dairy cow, po- 
tatoes, poultry, .birds, .noxious weeds 
and legumes.

Britt asking-him whether the word ad- 
vertisement could not be abbreviated. 
Mr. Britt replied: 


"In reply to your communication of 


the .3d instant inquiring as to the con- 
struction of the word 'advertisement,' 
as'used in paragraph 3, section 2. of 
the current postal appropriation act, 
I have to say that this part o£ the act, 
being penal in its nature, would, in 
case of an indictment for an alleged 
violation of it, be construed and ap- 
plied by the courts, on the facts o£ a 
given case, and I can, therefore only 
give you the .views of this 
depart- 


ment as to its .meaning 


"The obvious purpose o£ this part 


oE the.act was to require publishers 
of newspapers and periodicals to iden- 
tify as advertisements such editorials 
or other reading matter for the print- 
ing of .which they receive money or 
other valuable consideration 
as .are 


sometimes concealed under the guise 
of genuine editorials or general news 
matter such as textual business write 
ups, descriptive news: stories, etc., 
which have for their purpose the call- 
ing of attention to the merits of some- 
thing in which the undisclosed adver- 
tiser is interested, and all such editor-: 
ials or 
'other 
matter 
should be 


marked 
^advertisement" 
the 
word 


being written in full and not abbrevi- 
ated 'advt.' 


"It would seem, however, that in 


order to meet this purpose, it 'would 
not be necessary to mark regular dis- 
play advertisement or such 
as are 


classified

are advertisements but if they are in 
such position or written in such way 
as to leave any reasonable doubt oE 
that fact they should be marked 'ad-, 
vertisement.'
